B ackyard wildlife provide 

entertainment no matter where you 

live. 

In rural Pelham on ponds and among 
shrubs and in trees you can see ducks, 
geese, songbirds, hawks, turkeys, turkey 
vultures and owis.

“Her eyes and ears are pink and her coat 
a brilliant white and she has a huge fluffy 
tail," said Giancarlo.

Has the real estate market bubble burst? 


I I nit sales of residential 

properties dropped off 26% 
in August compared to last year’s 
August results. According to MLS" 
system reports of the Niagara 
Association of REALTORS" there 
were 14 sales in Pelham during the 
month of August 2011 down from 
the total of 19 sales reported in 
August 2011. 

Similar monthly results were 
reported in our neighbouring City 
of Welland. With August 2012 total 
sales of 66 units, the month ended 
26% shy of last year’s total of 89 
transactions recorded in August 
2011. 


media release from the Canadian 
Real Estate Association that 
indicated that the number of home 
sales processed through the MLS" 
Systems of real estate boards and 
associations in Canada fell 5.8 per 
cent between July and August 2012. 
This drop in activity represents 
the largest month-over-month 
National decline since June 2010. 

With almost all the large urban 
centres across Canada including 
Greater Toronto, Greater Montreal, 
Greater Vancouver, the Fraser 
Valley, Calgary, Edmonton, and 
Ottawa all reporting reduced 
activity in August the cumulative 
effect caught the attention of our 
national media.

As far as Niagara is concerned, 

there was a bubble in the first 
place. Since 2007 the average 
annual sale price of the Toronto 
Real Estate Board increased 23.7% 
while unit sales declined 4.1%.

experienced a modest 5% price 
growth during the same time frame 
with unit sales 16%belowthe2007 
peak level. 

It is no secret that average 
price growth has been slowing 
across Canada since last Spring. 
Remember to keep in mind that all 
markets are local and our small, 
affordable Niagara predictably 
sputters along without the 
extreme ups and downs of larger 
metropolitan markets.

They are a small paper hot¬ 
air balloons, fuelled by an 
open flames. 

It's not a toy, he said. "It is 


a dangerous object.” 

The lanterns are sold by 
Canadian online distributors 
of fireworks products and at 

The Office of the Fire 
Marshal, the fire chief said, 
has been warning people 
around the province about 
the serious fire safety hazard, 


The Flying Lantern is also 
known as a sky lantern. 

When released, the hot air 
produced by the fuel source 
can lift the lantern to extreme 
heights and allows it to drift 
for long distances until the 
fuel is depleted. Due to their 
uncontrolled and unpredict¬ 
able flight path, the lanterns 


can land on trees, building 
rooftops or other combus¬ 
tible properties, while still 
ignited, and potentially cause 
afire. 

"Having an uncontrolled 
flame flying around is 
extremely hazardous”, said 
Lymburner. 

“I have seen the lantern in 


operation, and it is definitely 
not a toy or decoration. ” 

If people are found lighting 
these lanterns, the fire depart¬ 
ment may take enforcement 
action as needed.

PELHAM — A heritage master plan is 
more than a list of old buildings. 

It shows the community the eco¬ 
nomic benefits of heritage conservation, 
consultant Carl Bray told town council 
Monday as he presented his final report 
on the plan that provides a manage¬ 
ment framework for the municipality to 
address provincial heritage policies. 

“With this you can cherry pick on 
what you need to do,” said Bray. 

To create the master plan, he worked 
with Archaeological Services Inc., the 
Planning Partnership, the Tourism Co., 
Baird Sampson Neuert Architects and 
Golden Consulting. 

He said the plan ties into economic, 
tourism and planning aspects of the 

Unlike other communities in the 
Golden Horseshoe, “you’re not under 
the gun of massive expansion,” Bray told 
councillors, recognizing Pelham has 
retained its rural character. 

“It’s low-key. It’s what people are 
looking for. It’s a place where you slow 
down for squirrels.” 

The town has its quirks such as roads 
that stagger at concessions. 

The plan covers all types of heritage 

scapes, archaeological potential and 
local traditions. 

Showing a coloured map of agricul¬ 
tural land qualities, he said “green is 
gold as rich agricultural land increases 
in value” to serve a hungry world. 
Pelham was fortunate in that it was a 
place people passed through. 


“Nothing major happened here,” Bray 
said. 

In pre-contact time, aboriginal groups 
stuck to the watercourses and boggy 
areas. The War of 1812 was fought away 
from Pelham. In transportation, it had 
one of the first electric systems with the 
N.S.&T trolleys.
